Status of the Claims 

Claims 1, 3-5, 10, 12-16, 18-22, and 29-71 remain pending. Any rejection or objection 
not expressly repeated has been withdrawn. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 - 1 st paragraph 
Claims 1,3,5, 10, 12-16, 18-22, and 29-71 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C 112, first 
paragraph, as set forth in the previous Office action. 

Applicant's arguments filed June 6, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. It appears to be Applicant's position that in granting a patent for the compounds 
recited in the claims that the Office has acknowledged that said compounds are enabled for the 
only utility that was disclosed in the specification. The examiner notes that for compounds to be 
found patentable, they must have a specific and credible utility. However, that utility does not 
have to be the one that is disclosed in the specification. For example, a compound according to 
the structural formula wherein m=0, Q=R=R 1= H, Y=OH, V=0-sacch, A=0, W=aryl, (wherein 
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A and W combine to form a leaving group) would not appear to be enabled for this method, for 
reasons set forth in the previous Office action. However, it could be useful as an intermediate 
(with appropriate alkylation/acylation) to prepare a compound that would appear to be enabled. 

Applicant further notes that the specification provides the synthesis for a substantial 
number of the recited compounds. This is noted. However, as discussed previously, the 
enablement rejection is based on use. There is no doubt that one of ordinary skill would be able 
to make the compounds recited in the claims.
